Romans, did begin their year (as Origanus tells us) ar the 


Calends of Fanitary, which was nor far diſtant from the Wzy- 
ter Solftice, for chat SoIflite was at the Birth of our Bleſſed

Abour the firfl week of the ſame Mowh, Paſſengers com” 
ing from Labech and Pomeren, ro Hamburgh reported tha® 
they ſaw (then) in the Air, ſeveral trails of fire. To which 
ſome added the ſhooting of many great Firchals, which 
breaking in pieces fell to the Earth. 

Abour the firſt week in Faly (New flile) two Souldiers 
in Venice were killed, and three others very much wourded 
with a flaſh of Lightning. 

On the 24. of the ſame Month, viz. Fuly, there was great 
Thunder and Lightning at Heuſden, « confiderable Town in 
Holland : where the Lightning in the Night having pierced 
the Wall of the great Tower, where:was kept a great Quan» 
tity of Powder, the Caſtle and greateſt part of the ſtreet 
adjoining, were blown vp a great" number of people de- 
ſtroyed. Two Churches ruined, with abour half rke Houſcs 
in the Town. The dammages being accounted greater.than * 
what they ſuffered at Delf in the Year 1654. — 

But that which is moſt to be wondred at, js, that which 
happened in Ireland, on the'26. day of June 1680. near 
Newton Stewart, a Town in the Province of Uſter 5 which 
was this: viz, On Saturday the 26, day of Fane about ren 
of the Clock in the Morning, there was heard there much 
Thucder, which 15. Miles from thence made many great 
breaches in a Mountain, and ſuch ſpours of- Water fell from 
the places ſo broken up, that the flood hurried the looſened 
Earth with it to the bottom. and ſwelled a Brook that fal- 
leth into a River near that place, ſo ſuddenly and fo hiph, 
that it carried away all that ſtood before ir. The people who 
lived near the Bank, had not time to ger out of their Hou- 
ſes, but with Goods, Houſes znd all, were ſwept away and 
periſhed. The Beafts that fed near it were loft ; The very 
Fiſh were ſtifled with the Mud, which the currant brought 
with ir, Great Quantities of Salmon, of Trours, of Lampreys 
(which were ſeldom or never ſeen there before) even the 
Eels that live in mud, were choakt by this, ard thrown dead 
upon the ſhore, and as it was believed, there was not. one 
fiſh lefr alive in the River from the Mountains to the Sea.
